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Youth hub: Give us more 
details, say residents 


TOO much money has been 
set aside for a youth hub 
project, without enough 
information to back it up - 
residents have said. 

Members of the public 
demanded more informa¬ 
tion about plans to trans¬ 
form Haverhill’s old magis¬ 
trates’ court and police sta¬ 
tion into a one-stop shop for 
youth services at the town’s 
annual meeting on Tuesday. 

John Burns, who lives in 
Haverhill, asked why the 
town council had set aside 
thousands of pounds for a 
project “which had no busi¬ 
ness plan or risk assessment 
and on a building which the 
town council does not even 
own”. 

The questions had been 
asked before, Mr Burns 
added, and still information 
was not forthcoming, he 
said. 

And Cllr Tony Brown said: 
“I asked questions six weeks 
ago to ONE Haverhill but I 
have no answers as yet. We 
are all for helping the youth 
of the town but we want to 
know how much money is 
going to be committed.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, mayor of 
Haverhill, chaired Tuesday’s 
meeting. He said: “The town 
council has put aside 
£200,000 for the project... but 
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this has not been spent yet. 

“We are not clear how 
much it’s going to cost to get 
the building refurbished or 
what the total cost will be - 
and that’s what we are work¬ 
ing on now.” 

The town council previ¬ 
ously confirmed that they 
were negotiating with 
Suffolk County Council over 
a lease for the building - and 
ONE Haverhill has said that 
business and refurbishment 
plans are under way. 

After the meeting Cllr 
Andre said: “The pub¬ 
lic’s concerns were 
not directed at pre¬ 
venting such pro¬ 
vision but rather 
at ensuring that 
public expendi¬ 
ture is properly 
managed and that 
financial planning 
is transparent...” 

In a statement 
released after the meeting, 
Sarah Howard, chair of ONE 
Haverhill, who was not at 
Tuesday’s meeting, said she 
would be happy to discuss 
the project with Mr Burns - 
or any other resident. 

The questions led to calls 
for ONE Haverhill’s meet¬ 
ings to be held in public - a 



move which has previously 
been rejected at a vote. 

Mrs Howard added: “ONE 
Haverhill meetings are not 
council meetings, council¬ 
lors attend and then report 
back to their organisations 
where any local government 
input is then approved. 

“Our meetings are where 
initial discussions are held, 
ideas brought to the table 
and information exchanged. 
Each of those representa¬ 
tives on the board then go 
back to their organisations 
for further work or approvals 
and funding.” 

— Other questions 
raised at the meeting 
included whether 
the town council 
would support 
buying the old 
Corn Exchange 
building and seek 
registration for an 
area of green space 
to become a com¬ 
munity asset, in order 
to secure a country park 
for Haverhill. 

Suggestions from Cllr 
Gordon Cox included chang¬ 
ing the name of 
Ehringshausen Way to 
Jubilee Way, and banning 
dogs from the High Street 
and Queen Street due to 
fouling.

THE current town mayor and deputy 
will continue in their roles for anoth¬ 
er year, it was revealed on Tuesday. 

Cllr Roger Andre, who took on the 
role of mayor in 2013, and Cllr 
Maureen Byrne, who was his deputy, 
were voted in by their colleagues at a 
full council meeting this week. 

No other nominations were entered 
for either position by councillors. 

Cllr Betty McLatchy nominated Cllr 
Andre. Speaking at the meeting, she 
said: “As we have a new town clerk 
arriving in June, I think it would be a 
good move to continue with our cur¬ 
rent mayor standing for the coming 
year. 

“This would benefit the town, and 
the council as whole.” 

Her nomination was seconded by 
Cllr Pat Hanlon, who was mayor in 
2012. 

In his address, Cllr Roger Andre 
thanked his colleagues for their “sup¬ 
port and encouragement”. 

He said: “The town council has 
enjoyed an amazing year. Our com¬ 
mittees have worked tirelessly to 
deliver the service we all demand, and 
the solid foundations for the develop¬ 
ment of our community have been 
laid. 

“We are on the verge of many excit¬ 
ing projects, and there remains much 
to be done.” 

Cllr Byrne was nominated to con¬ 


tinue as deputy mayor by Cllr David 
Roach, and seconded by Cllr Mary 
Martin, who served in 1996 and 2002 
as mayor. 

Traditionally, the deputy mayor 
would take on the role as mayor, and a 
new deputy would be elected as 
replacement. 

Cllr Andre added: “With the conti¬ 
nuity offered by your decision here, 
we can move into the next phase of 


our community development with 
confidence and enthusiasm.” 

The mayor also thanked Bob 
Whittome, who is currently working 
as locum town clerk, for his support in 
a challenging time for the town coun¬ 
cil. 

Colin Poole will succeed him next 
month to provide a permanent 
replacement for Will Austin, who left 
in March.

Ms Grandinetti, of 
Helions Walk, was col¬ 
lecting the last minute 
essentials for her trip 
on Saturday when she 
received a phone cab 
to say that they could 
no longer stay at the 
hotel they had chosen 
because it was over¬ 
booked. 

Instead, Thomas 
Cook offered the fam¬ 
ily another hotel of the 
same star rating - but 
that looked like “a 
Butlins holiday camp” 
- or the option to 
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upgade to a five star 
hotel, for which they 
had to pay an extra 
£1,000. The only other 
option was to cancel 
the holiday.

Amelia, 18, and her 
daughter’s boyfriend 
Mark, 17, were due to 
fly on Sunday. 

She said: “This was 
supposed to be our 
first family holiday in 
nine years. 

“It was going to be a 
celebration because 
my daughter has just 
finished Year 13. My 
son is 15.1 have never 
agreed with taking 
children out of school 
and I work in a school 
myself so this was the 
only time we could

The hotel they were 
offered was still a four- 
star spa - but Ms 
Grandinetti said it 
was more suitable for 
younger families.

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MP meets the young politicans 


TEENAGE Parliamentarians 
held talks with their MP 
following their own 
election campaign. 

Matthew Hancock 
visited Samuel Ward 
Academy in Haverhill last

Garage plans: 
residents are 
still concerned 


REVISED housing plans for 
two garage sites in Haverhill 
received a frosty reception 
when they were presented to 
the public last week. 

Havebury Housing 

Partnership hosted another 
public consultation into its 
plans to build on existing 
garage sites in the town, with 
the focus on proposals for 
Nayland Road in the Clements 
Estate and Cambridge Way. 

The housing charity had 
originally submitted similar 
plans for garages in Orford 
Road, Norton Road and 
Ladygate, but these were 
dropped following a consulta¬ 
tion earlier this month which 
highlighted parking and over¬ 
development concerns. 

Although Nayland Road and 
Cambridge Way plans 
remain, they were altered fol¬ 
lowing residents’ feedback. 

Presenting the new plans at 
Leiston Community Centre 
last Thursday, Elliott Bragg, 
Havebury project manager, 
said people’s comments had 
been taken into account.

He explained: “On the 
Nayland Road site, the plan 
has changed so the two new 
homes and two flats become 
an extension of the existing 
terrace of five homes. 

“We have also removed the 
garages that were to remain 
on-site and replaced them 
with more parking spaces.” 

Meanwhile, in Cambridge 
Way a right-of-way dispute 
with a neighbour led to a lay¬ 
out shift, and the six proper¬ 
ties will now consist of four 
flats and two houses rather 
than four houses and two flats, 
reducing car parking need. 

Mr Bragg added: “The initial 
consultation highlighted the 
need for amendments and we 
have revised our proposals as 
part of the planning process. 

“At this stage we do not 
envisage the need for any¬ 
more amendments but that 
could change.” 

But Cllr Maureen Byrne, 
who represents Haverhill 
South on the town and bor¬ 


ough councils, said dozens of 
residents still feared the new 
homes would lead to overde¬ 
velopment, parking problems 
and a loss of green space. 

She added: “There have 
been some improvements to 
the plans but they do not sat¬ 
isfy residents’ concerns and I 
will continue to represent 
their views in opposition. 

“I haven’t yet had one resi¬ 
dent come and say to me that 
the site would be satisfactory 
and they will accept it.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town 
mayor, said: “Residents came 
understanding we need more 
affordable housing, but they 
want it to be appropriate for 
their community. Their con¬ 
cerns are on behalf of this 
community - they are not 
selfish. 

“If the Borough accept the 
application then we need to 
make sure that planning con¬ 
ditions are put in place that 
will tackle all of these con¬ 
cerns.” 

A determination is expected 
from St Edmundsbury in July.

Liam reports back on time 
overseas in Jerusalem

A GRADUATE working with 
Palestinian and Israeli peace activists 
has sent his first newsletter from 
overseas. 

Liam Hilton, of Girton Road, 
Haverhill, left Suffolk for Jerusalem in 
April, where he is working as part of a 
group aiming to ease conflict. 

The 26-year-old, who is based in 
Bethlehem, has reported on his first 
weeks working as part of the 
Ecumenical Accompaniment 
Programme in Palestine and Israel 
(EAPPI). 

Liam and his group met with a 
Palestinian woman who, on the day 
before Good Friday, was still waiting 
for a permit to allow her to visit 
Jerusalem for Easter celebrations. 

Those with a Palestinian ID also 
require a permit to enter Jerusalem 
and attend church there, Liam’s letter 
said. 

It continued: “Antoinette used to 
teach at Schmitt College just outside of 
the Old City in East Jerusalem but, 
when the Separation Barrier was built 
by the Israelis she was no longer per¬ 
mitted to drive to work and is not 
physically able to walk the distances 
required to pass through Checkpoint 
300 - which cuts Bethlehem off from 
Jerusalem though they are a mere 
7kms away from each other. 


“Now she lives with her brother and 
his family, close to Ayda refugee camp, 
with the Separation Barrier and its 
cameras looking into their kitchen.” 

Liam’s letter also told of Antoinette’s 
pain at having the barrier erected so 
close to her home, and the problems of 
other people wishing to pray over the 
Easter period. 


Activities carried out by the group 
during their work include accompany¬ 
ing Palestinian children through 
Israeli checkpoints on their way to 
school, teaching English to people in 
refugee camps and monitoring dem¬ 
onstrations. 

Violations of human rights and inter¬ 
national humanitarian law will also be

reported by those working. 

Liam, who attended Burton End 
Primary, Chalkstone Middle and 
Samuel Ward Upper schools in 
Haverhill, will return to the UK in 
August and will give presentations 
about his time in the conflict.

Illegal rave is 
broken up 
in police raid 


A LARGE illegal rave was bro¬ 
ken up when police swooped 
on about 100 revellers and 
threw up a blockade around 
the site. 

The police operation 
stopped the bash as it was 
getting under way in a remote 
location near Balsham after it 
was reported by a member of 
the public. 

About 100 revellers were 
already at the site as well as 
about 30 vehicles, including 
sound equipment. 

But police patrol cars and 
vans blocked the entrance to 
the location, preventing fur¬ 
ther party-goers from enter¬ 
ing the site. 

PCSO Leanne Fisher, of the 
Sawston local policing team, 
said: “Officers got to the loca¬ 
tion and a rave was under way 
with a large number of vehi-

cles and people being pre¬ 
sent. 

“Officers blocked access to 
the field to prevent further 
vehicles and people attend¬ 
ing. 

“An estimate of 30 vehicles 
and 100 people were at the 
location. Further officers 
were deployed to the location 
to prevent further vehicles 
and people attending. 

“A Section 63 notice was 
authorised so that the rave 
could be stopped, the sound 
equipment was seized and all 
persons were escorted away 
from the location. 

“Details of all vehicles 
attending were taken.” 

And the officer praised the 
member of the public who 


alerted police to the rave. 

She said: “It took less than 
two hours from getting offic¬ 
ers dispatched to the area to 
the area being cleared. 

“Many thanks to the person 
who called the incident in to 
the police. This enabled offic¬ 
ers to get to the scene very 
quickly and stop the rave as 
soon as possible.” 

The rave was reported to 
police in the early hours of 
May 18 and has prompted a 
warning. 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“It was thanks to a call from 
the public to report the suspi¬ 
cious activity that local offic¬ 
ers were able to respond to the 
incident quickly. 

“Illegal raves will not be tol¬ 
erated and residents who sus¬ 
pect a rave is taking place are 
asked to call officers on 999.”

Movie maker Mark 
launches tattoo test

A TATTOO collector and film 
maker who grew up in 
Haverhill has founded 
Canada’s first ever tattoo 
film festival - open to global 
entries. 

Mark Allard, formerly of 
Landseer Court in the town, 
this week announced the 
inaugural annual Tattoo Arts 
Film Festival will be held on 
the first weekend of April 
next year in The Roxy Theatre 
in the city Saskatoon. 

The attractive 

Saskatchewan province 
venue which features an inte¬ 
rior styled on a Spanish villa 
- one of only three remaining 
traditional ‘movie theatres’ 
in the country - will screen a 
series of creative films fea¬ 
turing tattoos in a city known 
for its artistic community 
and plethera of tattoo artists. 

Mark, 27, who left his post 
as operations manager at 
Haverhill Cineworld last year 
to go travelling, explained: 
"It’s undeniable that the 
taboos of the past that sur¬ 
round the art of tattoo are 
now long since dead and bur¬ 


ied, and with reality TV 
shows such as Inked, Miami 
Ink and New York Ink having 
hit superstardom in the last 
decade, along with the rise of 
celebrity status for successful 
tattoo artists, it’s fair to say a 
global discussion and debate 
has started on the topic of 
tattoo. 

“Tattoo is now mainstream 


and acceptable in most areas 
of modern life as a result. 
Directors and film-makers 
are taking to their cameras 
en masse to tackle the subject 
of this ancient art form, with 
established broadcasters 
such as the BBC and Channel 
4 releasing documentaries on 
the rise of tattoo in the past 
couple of years, without for¬ 


getting famed tattoo movies 
such as Tattoo Nation or even 
New Zealand-based horror 
movie The Tattooist.

Inspection 
for village’s 
flood 
defences 

THE Director General of 
the Institution of Civil 
Engineers yesterday 
visited Steeple Bumpstead 
to inspect the village’s 
flood prevention scheme. 

Nick Baveystock 
examined the scheme, 
which is the first project 
in the East of England to 
be included in ‘This is 
Civil Engineering’ - a 
national initiative to 
illustrate the importance 
of civil engineering. 

The £4 million Steeple 
Bumpstead Flood 
Alleviation Scheme has 
been welcomed by 
residents who experienced 
flooding in 2007 and 2009 
when Bumpstead Brook 
and Helions Brook broke 
their banks. 

Work began in February 
2013 and included 
stabilising the channels 
and replacing six river 
crossings involving 
footbridges, road bridges 
and a ford. None of the 
houses in the village were 
affected by the storms of 
February 2014. 


Primary schools 
form federation 


TWO Suffolk junior schools 
have announced an agree¬ 
ment to join together and 
form a new federation. 

Thurlow and Hundon 
Primary Schools have sent 
out letters to parents con¬ 
firming the move following a 
six week community and 
stakeholder consultation. 

A joint meeting of both gov¬ 
erning bodies heard 89 per 
cent of responses supported 
the proposed federation, with 
backing evenly balanced 
between the schools. 

And when the two groups 
then met separately, they 
both voted unanimously to 
proceed with the proposal. 

Vicky Hogg, who took over 
as acting headteacher at 
Hundon in January, sharing 
her time between the schools, 
will continue in her post 
when the new federation offi¬ 
cially starts on September 1. 

The letter to parents signed

by Mrs Hogg, along with 
Rachel Cannon and Lee 
Abbey who chair governors at 
Hundon and Thurlow respec¬ 
tively, added: “Since the end 
of the consultation period we 
have been advised by the 
local authority that we will 
need to amend the categories 
of governors in order to con¬ 
form to new legislation 
regarding the constitution of 
governing bodies of federated 
schools. 

“This legislation limits us to 
one parent governor per 
school. However, we are free 
to co-opt parents who have 
relevant skills and experi¬ 
ence.” 

The new combined govern¬ 
ing body will feature mem¬ 
bership split equally between 
the two schools, and gover¬ 
nors will be tasked with 


spending time at both sites. 

Teachers from both schools 
will be expected to support 
each other and share resourc¬ 
es, but there are no plans to 
share teachers. 

PTA groups are also expect¬ 
ed to stay separate and Ofsted 
inspections will be needed 
for each school. 

Consultation meetings were 
attended by 22 people, while 
27 written responses were 
also taken into account. 

Karen Harper, a Hundon 
governor, said: “These are 
exciting times for our little vil¬ 
lage schools. The staff are real¬ 
ly enjoying the extra support 
that they get from working 
with other teachers, and have 
been getting together for joint 
staff meetings and planning 
sessions over the last term.” 

Meanwhile, Hundon 
Primary School is still look¬ 
ing to recruit a deputy head¬ 
teacher.

OLIVIA Laing’s writing has beauty 
and bite. It’s a pleasing combination. 
Her first book To The River is a 
hybrid of travelogue, memoir, 
history and personal therapy, 
blooming with botanical references, 
all weaved seamlessly into a 
beguiling account of a week spent 
alone walking the Ouse, the Sussex 
river in which Virginia Woolf 
drowned. 

The idea for the book became a 
reality after she lost her job as deputy 
books editor on the Observer (ouch) 
and her relationship ‘went south’. But 
the cloud of her personal loss is the 
readers’ silver lining; it’s a 
mesmerising read. 

“I wanted to make a journey and 
write about grief, loss and landscape. 
Everything about the book was kind 
of dreamy. The physical journey 
going on holds everything else 
together.” 

Olivia gives glimpses of her own life 
which, in part, became undone when 
Matthew, her once-beloved, leaves to 
move back home, north, away from 


Olivia’s equally beloved South Downs 
- she lived in Brighton for 17 years. 
She couldn’t follow and he couldn’t 
stay. 

A love of place can be powerfully 
felt and Olivia immerses herself in 
the landscape of the Ouse as if to 
obliterate everything else. She makes 
her solitary journey following the 
path of the river, from source to sea, 
reflecting on the flowing water and 
surrounding terrain, imagining the 
ghosts of people who once trod the 
same ground, swam the same pools. 
Her musings are lyrical and her 
ability to see and describe the 
natural world astonishing. 

“I don’t think you can have the 
same experiences when you are 
walking with somebody else. You are 
not listening, attentive in the same 
way,” she says. “Making that journey 
made me feel more at home in that 
place. I didn’t have a phone or a 
laptop which made it very sensory in 
my mind. I was fully there, present in 
the journey, which is so unusual 
nowadays.”

Her second and latest book, 
The Trip to Echo Spring: Why 
Writers Drink, written in a 
similar signature cocktail of 
memoir, analysis and 
biography, explores liquid of 
another kind: alcohol and the 
relationship between a hand¬ 
picked number of heavyweight 
American male writers - John 
Cheever, Raymond Carver, 
Tennessee Williams, F Scott 
Fitzgerald, Ernest Hemingway 
and John Berryman - and 
booze. The title comes from a 
line in Williams’ play Cat on a 
Hot Tin Roof, when troubled 
alcoholic Brick refers to his all- 
too-habitual use of the drinks 
cabinet as a ‘trip to Echo 
Spring’. It’s impeccably 
researched and intelligently 
written without requiring the 
reader to have knowledge of the 
writers featured or an interest 
in alcohol. Olivia, however, has 
both. 

“Alcoholism is such a tough 
subject. People often have their 
own experiences of it, or their 
own drinking they are worried 
about, so it’s quite a hard 
subject to approach for almost 
everybody.” 

But it’s a great read because 
Olivia is a wonderful writer and 
one who chooses her subjects 
well, including John Cheever’s 
short story The Swimmer. It 
describes a sun-filled journey 
home, via a ‘liquid path of 
swimming pools’ taken by the 
character Neddy Merrill, who, 
on his way, enjoys drink after 
drink, served by the pools on 
his neighbour’s terraces. As 
Neddy consumes more drinks 
the shimmering story becomes 
fractured and fuzzy; memory 
and reality combine in a 
nauseous mix only clearing for 
the tragic and sobering end. It’s 
beautifully done and leaves the 
reader reeling with a swimming 
head and a broken heart; Olivia 
feels the pain of the alcoholic 
and her writing brings 
tenderness to the subject. 

“Reading about the writers' 
lives, especially the ones who 
tried to stop drinking and 
couldn’t, made me feel, by the 
end, a genuine sense of 
compassion. It is a disease and 
an awful disease and it affects 
everyone so badly.” 

Olivia is currently landlocked, 
living in Cambridge for the past 
year, away from the swell of the 
sea, but has Jesus Green lido to 
meet her aquatic needs. 

“I fell in love with Cambridge 
really. I used to come up to visit 
friends for the weekend and 
always had the most heavenly 
time. There’s a river here to 
swim in and the lido, which I’m 
absolutely obsessed with. It’s so 
gorgeous,” says Olivia. “I swam 
there all last summer. There’s 
lots of people of different ages 
and women swimming in their 
80s and 90s, which I just find so 
encouraging. And there’s the 
Riverbank Club. I’ve got my 
membership form and will join 
this summer.” 

Much like her conversation, 
Olivia’s writing style is 
compelling, intoxicatingly 
brilliant; it leaves you wanting 
more. She is the current Eccles 
British Library Writer in 
Residence and her writing has 
attracted shortlist nominations, 
literary awards, tributes and 
sparkling reviews like bees to 


honey. 

Her route to such 
accomplishments was not 
direct and went, for quite some 
time, alarmingly off-road; she 
turned down a place at 
Cambridge University for the 
more radical curriculum at 
Sussex and did not complete 
her English literature degree, 
dropping out to join a road 
protest near Weymouth before 
living feral for a few months in 
a field 10 miles outside of 
Brighton. But while she lived in 
her own DIY version of a bender 
(a summer dwelling of Romany 
Gypsies), she read a lot and 
observed everything around 
her. It was not an Oxbridge 
education but, she says, ‘taught 
me how to stop and look’. 

Eventually, Olivia knuckled 
down and trained to be a 
medical herbalist (the planting 
in her Cambridge garden is 
exquisite). “It took five years 
because it’s like a medical 
degree but with some added 
botany, pharmacology and 
plant knowledge. It was really, 
really tough.” She felt she had to 
finish what she’d started but 
knew she was in the wrong life. 
“It was quite a strong feeling,” 
she says. 

She completed a one-year 
journalism course at Brighton 
College and that changed 
everything when a work 
experience slot landed Olivia on 
the books desk at the Observer, 
working with Robert McCrum: 
“The door to my future 
opened.” When McCrum’s 
deputy left in 2005, Olivia’s 
critical eye was required and 
she was ‘pole vaulted into the 
life I’d always wanted’. Her 
perfect job lasted for four years 
until the economic crash 
brought redundancies thick 
and fast to newspapers. “It was 
heart-breaking. I remember 
being in the office loos sobbing 
because I was so upset.” 

With only one month’s salary 
to live off she had to act quickly. 
Olivia turned down a job offer 
to focus on selling a book - her 
own. 

“I knew I wanted to be a writer 
and if I didn’t take this 
opportunity I would never do it. 
I wrote a proposal and, 
amazingly, Canongate bought 
it, which was lucky as there 
really was no safety net at all. 
Somebody once said to me that 
there’s a very small window in a 
woman’s life to write books 
and, if you don’t take it, it 
closes.” 

Olivia says her byline for years 
had claimed she was working 
on a book about the River Ouse 
and Virginia Woolf. “I wasn’t! It 
was a vague idea I thought 
would be nice but it happened 
when I lost my job and my 
relationship went south. That 
changed the idea of the book 


from something abstract to a 
reality. It came to life.” 

She’s always read books. “I 
was an obsessive reader, it’s all I 
did. My family will still groan if 
I pick up a book over Christmas 
as they know I will just vanish 
and not talk to them for the 
next few hours. And I’ve always 
read very, very fast. The years of 
reviewing paperbacks for the 
Observer, when you had to do 
seven in a week, really trained 
me in that too.” 

As a child she loved The Wind 
in the Willows and The Secret 
Garden. “Quite naturey books - 
I liked reading about the 
outside. And pony books. I 
loved those.” 

Her family is well-read. “There 
were always books everywhere. 
Although my dad’s a chemist, 
he had stacks of books around. 
My mum ended up doing an 
English degree as an adult and 
then a PhD at Trinity, which is 
very impressive.” 

But her family was not 
without its dark spots. As she 
states in Echo Springs, in a 
rather hit-and-run style: “I 
became a reader because tracts 
of my life were unendurable.” 
Then she’s back on to Cheever, 
revealing only a sliver of her 
own remembered pain. 

Olivia is, though, open about 
her own interest in alcoholism 
which is rooted in the time after 
her father left home, when 
Olivia lived with her mother, 
her mother’s alcoholic partner 
and, at times, chaos and violent 
outbursts. 

“It was a nightmare writing 
Echo. Hellish. It was really 
painful and I did most of it in 
America,” she says. “There is 
such a taboo, such a sense of 
secrecy in an alcoholic family. 
Breaking that was way harder 
than I thought it would be and I 
had to be away, in New York, to 
do it. I never wanted to put an 
awful lot of my story into it, 
never wanted that to be the 
main element. But it was so 
hard to get down that I ended 
up putting in as little as 
possible.” 

However, the process of 
writing the book was 
transformational. “The subject 
became talked about as a 
family, what happened was 
discussed. It was healing and 
good for all of us.” 

Currently Olivia is busy 
writing her next book, The 
Lonely City: Adventures in the 
Art of Being Alone, part memoir 
mixed with cross-currents of 
loneliness, sex, technology and 
art. Did it spring from her spell 
living in New York, I wonder? 
Was it a lonely time? I’ll have to 
wait for the book to find out. 

But I am sure of one thing. 
Wherever Olivia’s curiosity 
takes her, readers will follow.

JAMES Arthur has obviously been taken 
aside and had a word with. 

And by "had a word with”, I mean 
threatened to within an inch of his 
tattooed, talent-show-winning life. 
Presumably not by the PR he publicly 
sacked on Twitter... 

Journalistically speaking, it's a gutting 
state of affairs. No blurting, no swearing, 
no moaning, no hating on Simon Cowell? 
The Middlesbrough-born 2012 X Factor 
winner has gone and straightened out his 
image. 

It was inevitable really; there's only so 
much railing against the man and your 
record label you can do before getting 
slapped back down. 

After feuding online with Cowell, 
ranting on social media and badmouthing 
fellow X Factor winners, in Arthur's case, 
the tipping point came last November 
when he made a homophobic insult in a 
diss track aimed at MC Micky Worthless. 
As iTunes started offering refunds on his 
album, Syco stepped in, took over his 
Twitter feed and saved his career. 

Preparing to launch the summer 
outdoor season at Newmarket 
Racecourse ("I do like a bit of a flutter, 
but I do it more on the football than I 
do on the horses, but it's always worth a 
pop"), when we speak, the 26-year-old 
is chastened, polite and humourlessly 
subdued, a lot of his answers falling 
neatly and well coached off his tongue. 
"The X Factor was a great platform to

showcase my abilities as a musician. So 
yeah, I'm really thankful, really grateful 
towards the X Factor." Sure James, sure. 

Beating the adorable Jahmene Douglas 
in the ninth series of the show under the 
tutelage of Nicole Scherzingher, Arthur 
won viewers over with something the 
show hadn't seen too much of before: 
credibility. Crossing soul, rock and rap, he 
was pretty cute too, in a stubbly, denim- 
shirted kind of way. With a background 
of school suspensions, foster homes and 
sleeping rough, he was also an underdog 
overcoming the odds, bringing his family 
back together by singing on the telly. 

It was actually a shame to see him fall 
so quickly into a brutish, self-destructive 
spiral, lashing out and letting fame get 
to him. 

"I've definitely got to grips with it now,” 
he says, admitting: "I was in a bit of a 
dark place before and I was a bit angry 
at not having control in certain areas but 
obviously I've learnt that I've got a lot of 
work to do before I can really take hold 
of everything and do everything myself. 
You've gotta work hard and you've gotta 
gain the respect of everybody.” 

So far this year there's been no online 
spats and no public fallings out - 


although his just-released mix tape, 

All The World's A Stage, could 
change that with its terrorism 
references and thickly-layered 
profanities. "I've done and 
said things in the last year or 
so that have maybe portrayed 
me as negative and I'm upset 
about that because I'm a really 
positive person,” he says. "I 
wanna be famous for making 
great music, I don't wanna be 
famous for being outspoken. I 
guess I've learnt to just do what I know 
how to do.” 

The thing is, slate him for his behaviour, 
but his voice isn't half bad. His debut 
self-titled album peaked at Number 2 
in the charts, and his singles Impossible 
and You're Nobody ‘Til Somebody Loves 
You have enough pop hooks and R&B 
currents to properly "get a crowd going”. 
He's right in saying "it might be one of 
the best albums ever to come out of the 
X Factor". 

But Arthur's adamant that his next one, 
with a potential release towards the end 
of this year, will be more him. "The last 
album was great. But at the same time I 
would like to have more personal things 
on there, I'd like to keep connecting more 
with the fans. Last time it was full of 
strong anthemic songs, maybe this time 
it'll be a lot more personal.” 

The last year should give him a lot to 
draw on.

As her latest heroine takes to the 
Cambridge Corn Exchange stage 
in Hetty Feather, ELLA WALKER 
finds out what makes the 
much-loved British writer tick 

YOU wouldn’t think it, but 
Jacqueline Wilson can sound quite 
devious. 

"If you have kids going through 
a hard time in Victorian days, even 
though I try and write about it 
as realistically as I can, it doesn't 
seem to upset protective mums 
as much as my modern books," 
laughs the oft-labelled "kindly 
auntie" of children's fiction. 

Despite her popularity, the 
prolific writer (she's working on 
her 100th tale), has come in for 
quite a bit of sniping since her days 
working on teen magazine Jackie, 
usually from the aforementioned 
overprotective mums who think 
her books are too gritty, too 
revealing and too grown-up. 

That of course, if you have 
any sense, is absolute rubbish. 
Whether you're a girl in your 
mid-20s (like me) who learnt 
everything she knows about boys 
from Wilson's Cirls in Love series, 
or are 11 and being gently nudged 
and helped through the knots and 
worries of school and home, that 
woman is an absolute wonder. 


"It bothers me that people 
sometimes feel they know what's 
in my stories without having read 
them," Wilson muses, without 
anger. "I think they're quite moral 
stories and I've seen several times 
someone saying, 'oh, Jacqueline 
Wilson, her stories are about drugs 
and sex', and actually there's no 
drugs in my books, no sex in my 
books." 

The beauty of the Wilson is that 
she's honest and doesn't treat 
children like fools who don't know 
what's going on around them. 
What she does write about is 
"children going through a hard 
time. Certainly I do write about 
parents divorcing, parents getting 
ill, I do touch on a lot of troubling 


things but I always try and end 
with a positive note." 

Which is why she's sold more 
than 30 million books in the UK. 

Tackling divorce, abuse, foster 
care, mental illness, homelessness, 
grief and all the toughest parts 
that come with realising your 
parents don't have all the answers, 
or even a fraction of the answers 
at times, her stories (beautifully 
illustrated by Nick Sharratt), make 
you weep, laugh and think. 

Here's hoping the Rose Theatre 
Kingston captures these qualities 
in the new stage version of Hetty 
Feather, Wilson's newest character 
threatening the reign of the loud 
mouthed, curly haired Tracy 
Beaker as her most loved creation. 


Coming to Cambridge Arts 
Theatre, it's based on the first 
book in a series about Hetty, a 
little girl abandoned by her mother 
at a Victorian foundling hospital. 

"Her story is quite dramatic," 
explains Wilson, on why Hetty has 
struck such a chord with readers. 

"I think it's quite easy to be drawn 
into her story because she has 
probably the worst start in life, 
being handed over to a foundling 
hospital when she's only a few 
days old, but she's such a spirited, 
funny little thing." 

The book has been adapted by 
Emma Reeves, who's contributed 
to many Tracy Beaker TV scripts, 
and sounds rather fun, packed 
with circus skills and acrobatics. 
Wilson is thrilled with the casting 
of Hetty too, which bodes 
well."I've met Pheobe Thomas, 
the actress who's going to be 
playing Hetty and she is just so 
right for the part; she's small, she's 
spirited, she's got lovely long, 
naturally red hair. I mean she just 
looks made to be a Hetty!" 

Now working on book 100 
("a very long novel about an 
Edwardian girl this time,") Wilson 
cites Hetty Feather her favourite 
to date. "For so many years I've 
written very contemporary stories 
and loved to do it too, but it's 
lovely to have a complete change."

BLENDED (I2A, 117 mins) 

LIGHTNING doesn’t strike thrice for Adam 
Sandler and Drew Barrymore in Blended. 

In 1998, the two stars fell in love to a 
soundtrack of Nena, Culture Club and The 
Thompson Twins in The Wedding Singer. 

Six years later, they turned on the charm 
in 50 First Dates. 

Now, Sandler and Barrymore try in vain 
to kindle the same irresistible spark in Frank 
Coraci's romantic comedy of mismatched 
single parents. 

Ivan Menchell and Clare Sera's script 
has a few nice moments of laughter and 
heart-warming sentiment including some 
surprisingly moving discussions between 
a father and his children about grief and 
remembrance. 

Unfortunately, tenderness is offset by 
exaggerated physical comedy and cloying 
sentiment, which manipulates our emotions 
to ensure every parent has tears glistening 
in their eyes as the credits roll. 

The two screenwriters struggle to 
interweave a surfeit of gooey subplots 


around the central romance and 
consequently only have enough screen time 
to embellish supporting characters with a 
single discernible trait: the daughter who 
hides her femininity behind a pudding bowl 
haircut; the son nurturing an unhealthy 
obsession with his babysitter; the genial 
resort host who continually mispronounces 
a Greek surname. 

Lauren Reynolds (Drew Barrymore) is a 
single mother with two sons, 13-year-old 
Brendan (Braxton Beckham) and nine- 
year-old Tyler (Kyle Red Silverstein), who 
have been let down badly by her unreliable 
ex-husband (Joel McHale). 

Single father Jim Friedman (Adam 
Sandler) lost his wife to cancer and is now 
primary care-giver to three daughters, 
15-year-old Hilary (Bella Thorne), 12-year- 
old Espn (Emma Fuhrmann) and four-year- 
old Lou (AlyviaAlyn Lind). 

Fate conspires to throw Lauren and Jim 
together on a disastrous blind date. 

The parents vow never to see each other 
again and take their respective broods on a 


South African safari adventure. 

As luck would have it, they are forced to 
share the same family-sized suite. 

Battle lines are drawn between the 
dysfunctional Reynolds and Friedman clans 
but animosity mellows into unexpected 
attraction as Lauren and Jim realise they 
could be the missing pieces in each other's 
haphazard lives. 

Director Coraci, who helmed The 
Wedding Singer, is powerless to perform 
the same alchemy 16 years later and 
musical interludes courtesy of the African 
resort's singing host (Terry Crews) fall flat. 

Sandler and Barrymore catalyse screen 
chemistry which feels more like sibling 
affection than simmering passion, and their 
couple's first kiss looks awkward. 

Younger cast are more convincing in 
underwritten roles, especially Bella Thorne, 
who transforms from tomboy into prom 
queen after a visit to the resort's spa in 
a scene reminiscent of the 1999 teen 
romance She's All That. Alas, Blended isn't 
all that, not by a long shot.

THERE are some combinations that make life 
feel better - strawberries and cream, roast 
beef and Yorkshire pudding, gin and tonic... 
but for me, one of the classic combinations 
which will always bring a heavenly note to 
summer is the pairing of clematis and roses. 

They not only complement 
each other colour-wise, the 
rich blues and purples of the 
clematis contrasting beautifully 
with the colour palette of the 
rose, but they also enjoy similar 
growing conditions as both 
need a rich, fertile soil, regular 
feeding with fertilisers high in 
potash and nitrogen and plenty 
of watering during the growing 
season. 

Early season clematis, such 
as C alpina and C macropetala, 
with their bushy habits, are 
naturally suited to training up and masking 
the bare stems of climbing and rambler roses. 

Among the favourite combinations in my 
garden is the David Austin English rose, Rosa 
'Gertrude Jekyll', which produces beautiful, 
blousy deep pink fragrant blooms in summer 
and the Clematis 'Nelly Moser', a soft pink- 
and-white candy striped hybrid which twines 
itself around the rose during the summer. 


Clematis can cling gently to other plants by 
twining their leaf stalks around other stems 
or supports and will not strangle a rose they 
are growing through. 

When choosing a combination, the easiest 
option is to go for clematis that flower 
on the current 
season's growth 
as these bloom 
in late summer 
and autumn and 
are pruned in late 
winter to early 
spring, at the same 
time as roses. 

Some large- 
flowering clematis 
bloom in late spring 
and early summer 
on wood produced 
the previous year. 
These can be grown through roses but you 
need to prune them when their first flowers 
have faded, which you can do while you're 
dead-heading the rose. 

Early to midsummer-flowering types, 
including C 'Lasurstern' and C 'Marie 
Boisselot', benefit from being thinned to five 
or six shoots before they are tied into a rose. 
Fewer flowers may result but these will be 


larger and more evenly spaced, resulting in a 
more balanced display. 

Effective contrasts include the mauve 
Clematis 'Prince Charles' with the soft yellow 
rose 'The Pilgrim'. The clematis has fairly 
small blooms and suits the shorter habit of 
the rose. Clematis 'Arctic Queen', with its 
bold white flowers, sets off the delicate pink 
of Rosa 'Cornelia'. 

If you have a larger area to cover such as 
an archway or pergola, climbers are ideal 
for providing a living curtain of colour. The 
white blooms of the Rosa 'Climbing Iceberg' 
combine beautifully with the deep mauve 
blooms of Clematis 'Lasurstern', which will 
train over an arch to create both a visual 
showstopper and a fragrance sensation. 
Alternatively, Clematis 'Romantika' drips with 
amazing inky-purple flowers and makes a 
perfect companion for a pale climbing rose. 

Some combinations work fantastically well 
in pots, especially on obelisks, which give 
their growth plenty of support, but you'll 
need a really large pot because a climbing 
rose can make a lot of growth. Try matching 
Rosa 'Snow Goose', a small repeat-flowering 
rambler with fragrant pompom white petals, 
with C. 'The President', which bares deep 
purple flowers from late spring to early 
autumn.

Barker has to settle 
for fifth in Monaco 


BEN Barker shares second 
place in the hotly-contested 
Porsche Mobil 1 Supercup 
championship after claiming a 
fifth-place finish on the streets 
of Monaco. 

The 23-year old, in his second 
outing with the Verva Lechner 
Racing team, arrived in the 
Principality at the weekend 
buoyed by a maiden podium 
appearance in round one in 
Barcelona. 

A mistake in qualifying left the 
Hundon-based driver fifth on 
the grid, and on the Monaco 
street circuit, overtaking was 
almost impossible. 

Barker knew only a superb 
start or mistakes from the cars 
in front of him would allow him 
to move up the field and neither 
came to pass. 

He spent most of the race 
chasing rookie Conor de 
Phillippi while defending from 
Sven Muller. 

“It was typical Monaco,” said 
Barker. 

“The car was very quick, and I 
was all over the back of Conor, 
but there was no opportunity to 


pass. I wasn’t going to make a 
lairy move just to gain one more 
position because it would 
probably have ended with me 
going home empty-handed. 

“I also had another car right 
behind me, so I needed to make 
sure I didn’t give him the 
opportunity to make a move. 

“Monaco is one of my favourite 
events, and there is such a rich 
history of racing here that I 
really wanted to stand on the 
podium, but the result was 
largely decided by qualifying. 

“I had good pace in both 
qualifying and the race, and 
that is encouraging for future 
rounds, but consistency is the 
key to the championship.” 

Barker now has 28 points, eight 
behind leader Philipp Eng, and 
is tied for second place with 
Kuba Giermaziak. 

The next round of the series 
takes place at the Red Bull Ring 
in Austria on June 20, but Barker 
will be in action again this 
weekend having joined the GB 
Autosport team for the Tudor 
United Sportscar Championship 
round in Detroit.
